WHEREAS the councils of the urban comity districts in the county of Dublin 
(in this Order referred to as “ the district councils ”) have represented to the 
Local Government Board for Ireland (in this Order refen’ed to as “ the Local 
Government Board ”} that the financial relations between the said urban 
districts and the county of Dublin are inequitable : 10 

And whereas an Order altering the said financial relations would alter 
the provisions of certain local Acts : 

And whereas application for such Order was made to the Local Govern- 
I. C.28. ment Board -within two years after the passing of the Local Government 

(Ireland) Act 1901 : jg 

And whereas the Local Government Board having inquired into the 
circumstances think it just to make an Order altering the said financial 
relations : 

Now therefore We the Local Govei-nmeut Board in pursuance of the powers 
i Viet, given to Us by the Local Government (Ireland) Acts 1898 to 1902 and 20 
7. c 28. of aU other powers enabling Us iu that belialf do hereby order that from and 
'.7.0.38. after the date of the Act confii-ming this Order the following provisions shaU 
have effect namely : — 

1. As from the first day of April in the year nineteen hundred and two 
the district councils shall anything in any Act to the contrary notwith- 25 
standing be exempt from contributing to the following county-at-large 
charges of the county of Dublin namely : 

(а) Salaries pensions and other expenses of officers (other than the 

secretary and the accountant of the county council) employed in the 
offices of the said secretary ; 30 

(б) Salaries pensions and expenses of the county surveyor and assistant 
surveyors and of officers employed in the offices of the county 
surveyor ; 

(c) Expenses of printing books and forms other than printing provided 
for by subsections (2) and (3) of section 96 of the Local Government 35 
(Ireland) Act 1898 ; 
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(d) Expenses of publication of notices and documents not direetlv 
affecting the said urban county districts; 

(«) Expenses of the purchase of or improvements or repairs to premises 
or portions of premises used solely us offices of the county council ; 

0 (/) Cost ol legal advice and law costs incurred in respect of inaitters not 

directly affecting the said urban county districts ; 

i^) Salaries and expenses of collectors of poor rate including all expenses 
on account of the superannuation or compensation of tliose collectors ; 
and 

10 00 Fees for audit of accounts of tiie county council. 

2. So much of any enactment in any Act as is inconsistent with any 
provision in this Order shall cease to have effect. 

3. The costs and expenses of the district councils and the Local Govern- 
ment Board incurred in respect of the application for preparation making 

X5 and confirmation of this Order shall be contributed by the district councils in 
proportion to their rateable value and be paid out of any rate applicable to 
defraying the expenses incurred by the respective councils in the execution 
of the Public Health (Ireland; Acts 1878 to 1896. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Dublin Urban County Districts 

20 (Financial Relations) Order 1903.

Sanitary District. 

WHEREAS the town of Keady is a town having Commissioners under the 
Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act 1854 and is situate in and forms part of 
the rural distiiot of Armagh in the administrative county of Aimagli : 

30 And whereas the Town Commissiouers of the town of Keady have 
presented a petition to the Local Government Board for Ireland (In this 
Order referred to as the Local Government Board) praying that the said town 
may be separated from the rural district of Armagh and be constituted an 
uihan sanitary district : 

35 Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of the 
powers given to Us by section 7 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and 
by certain enactments in the Local Government (Ireland) Acts 1898 to 1902

Local Government {Ireland) Tromsional [3 Edw. 7.1 
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and of all other powers eoahling Us in that behalf do hereby order that from 
and after the first day of October next after the date of the Act confirming 
this Oi-der the following provisions shall have efieot namely 

1. The town of Keady shall be separated from the rural disti-ict of 
Armae-h in the administrative county of Armagh and shall be constituted an 5 
urban" saiiitavy district (in this Order referred to as “ the urban district of 
ICeady ”) subject to all the provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 
1878 to 1900 as amended by the provisions of the Local Government (Ireland) 

Acts 1898 to 1902 affecting urban sanitary districts. 

2. To the urban sanitary authority of the urban district of Keady 10 
constituted by the foregoing article of this Order (in this Order referred 

to as “ the urbitn district council of Keady ”) there shall be transferred 

(а) The business of the rural district council of Armagh in )-espect to 
public works so far as respects the said urban district constituted as 
aforesaid; and 

(б) So far as respects the said urban district the business of tlie county 
council of the administrative county of Armagh in relation to public 
works the expense of the maintenance of which is not wholly or partly 
leviable off the county at large. 

3. Any sum which is applicable by the council of the administrative 20 
county of Armagh to the relief of any agricultural land within the boundaries 

of the urban district of Keady from rates shall be paid to the urban district 
council of Keady in exchange for an adequate exemption of the said land 
from rates. 

4. Any adjustment of property rights and liabilities which may become 25 
necessary for the full and effectual carrying out of this Order shall he made 

as between the urban district council of Keady and the county council of the 
administrative county of Armagh or as between the said urban district 
council and the rural district council of Armagh or as between the said 
urban district council and any other persons whatsoever in manner provided 30 
by Article thirty of the schedule to the Local Government (Application of 
Enactments) Order 1898. Provided that a duly ceitiified copy of every 
adjustment or award made in pursuance of this Article shall be deposited by 
the clerk of the said xu'ban district council at the office of the Local 
Government Board within one month of the date ou which the same is finall} 
made. 

5. The urban district council shall be exempt from contributing to the 
following county- at-large chai'ges of the comity of Armagh namely : 

(a) Salaries pensions and other expenses of officem other than the 
secretary and accountant of the county council em[)loyed in the offices 
of the said secretary ; 

Q>) Salaries pensions and other expenses of assistant survej'ors aud 
clerks and officers other than the county surveyor employed in t e 
offices of the county surveyor ; 
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(c) Expenses of printing books and forms other than printing provided A.t>. 19U3. 

for by subsections (2) and (3) of section 96 of the Local Government Keadu. 
(Ireland) Act 1898 ; ei & ea Vicf. 

(d) Expenses of publication of notices and documents not directly 

5 affecting the said urban district ; 

(e) Expenses of improvement and repairs to premises or portions of 
premises used solely as offices of the county council and cost of new 
buildings (if any) which may be required for the county council ; 

(/) Cost of legal advice and law costs incurred in respect of matters not 
10 directly affecting the said urban district ; 

(£f) Salaries and expenses of collectors of poor rate including all expenses 
on account of the superannuation or compensation of those collectors ; 
and 

(h) Fees for audit of accounts of county council. 

15 6. If by reason of the constitution of the urban district of Keady any 

officer of the council of the county of Armagh suffers any direct pecuniary 
loss by abolition of office or by diminution or loss of fees or salary he shall 
be entitled to have compensation paid to him for such pecuniary loss by the 
council of the said urban district and section 120 of the Local Government 
20 Act 1888 shall apply accordingly with the substitution of the district council 
for the county council. 

7. The costs and expenses of the Town Commissioners of the said town 
of Keady and of the Local Government Board incurred in respect of the 
application for preparation making and confirmation of this Order shall be 

25 paid by the urban district council of Keady out of and by means of the rate.'? 
leviable under the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act 1854- as amended by 
any enactment. 

8. This Order may be cited as the town of Keady Urban District

(e) Expenses of publication of notices and documents not directly 
affecting the said urban district ;

(p) Cost legal advice and law costs incurred in respect of matters not 
directly affecting the said urban district ; 

Qi) Salaries and expenses of collectors of poor rate including all expenses 
on account of the superannuation or compensation of those collectors; 

(i) Fees for audit of accounts of county council ; and , 40 

(i) expenses incurred by the county council under the Sale of Foods 
and Drugs Acts 1875 to 1889 the Weights and Measures Acts 1S78 to 
1897 or the Explosives Act 1875. 

2. The county council shall as from the first day of July nineteen hundred 
pay during each financial year to the district council a sum eq^uivalcnt to 45 
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two forty -fifths of the espease of the raiiateaaace of mala roais which was 
or is levied off the county at large. 

3. So much of the Act of 1 887 as relates to the Order of 1887 shall be 

repealed. 

4. The costs aud expenses of the district council and the Local Govern- 
ment Board incurred in respect of the application for preparation making 
and confii’Diation of this Order shall be paid by the district council out of any 
rate leviable by them within the urban district. 

5. This Order may be cited as the Wexford (Urban) Order 1903.
